I was introduced to your cam- 
pus publication scoop-scandals, 
“The State Hornet Newspaper” by 
a fellow comrade prisoner and was

What caused and prompted this 
Viking-Swede prisoner to write has 
two factors: first, the article as to a 
prisoner's plight. Now this, yes, 
was difficult to acceptably com- 
prehend and swallow—that you 
humans took a sudden interest ina 
prisoner-parolee’s plight, for never 
before this print of Tuesday, April 
23's issue of The Hornet had we 
knowledge of you people's ex- 
istence.

ministration. As UPC has stated; 
“The pattern, in our experience, is 
clear. Women and ethnics who 
make up only a smail percent of 
our faculty. make up well over half 
of the unfavorable retention, 
tenure, and promotion decisions 
on this campus ...” 

We are discovering that the 
sexism and racism in our society 1s 
more subtle, insidious, and dif- 
ficult to eradicate, than we would 
ever have predicted. We are par- 
ticularly stymied in our efforts to 
combat the sexism and racism oc- 
curing in retention, tenure and 
promotion decisions at California 
State University, Sacramento.” 
(The UPC News & Notes, May 
1974) 

6. Bond has seen fit to arm the 
campus police 

7. Bond and Chancelior Dumke 
have consistently and arbitrarily 
overturned grievances of faculty 
and staff workers. These 
grievances were supported by 
grievance panels of tenured faculty 
members later to be overruled by 
Bond. President Bond and 
Chancellor Dumke have con 
sistently violated the legal 
grievance procedures or when 
necessary made new ones. Ex- 
ecutive order No. 180 of the 
Chancellor's office states “the 
decision of the President shall con- 
cur with the recommendations of 
the Grievance Committee ... except 
in rare instances when, in the 
opinion of the President, compell- 
ing reasons exist for a different 
result.” Bond and Dumke have 
made a mochery of this order and 
choose to overturn grievances ar- 
bitarily. 

Grievants must then appeal 
their cases in court. While the UPC 
has only limited funds to fight the 


legal battles for those making

Dave Smoot's letter of May 24 
in which he states a belief that “the 
SLA will free the American people 
from their slavery” frightens me. It 
frightens me to see people profess a 


belief that terrorism can solve all 
(or any) of the problems of our 





society. Terrorism creates more 
problems than it solves and only 
serves to alienate those people who 
might have supported the cause 
had it been more legitimate 

The SLA, far from being a 
revolutionary group committed to 
erase the injustices of our society, is 
in fact 
Their tactics have given police an 
excuse to harass many established 


counter-revolutionary 


radical organizations creating a 
climate of fear under which it is 
next to impossible to function 
Their terrorism has served not to 
free people from police oppression 
but to increase that oppression 
Police, claiming to be searching

As Ramparts 
magazine has pointed out, no 
radical organization in the Bay 
Area had even called for Foster's 
ouster, let alone his death. SLA ac-

Solves Nothing 


Any groupcan claim to be fight- 
ing for the freedom of oppressed 
people but in the end must be 
judged not by its ideology but by its 
means. To take people's lives in the 
name of freedom is to lose all 
what the word 
freedom means. The most basic 
freedom of ail is the freedom to 
live. and when a dozen people 
decide who is to live and who ts to 
die it is not freedom they are 
representing: it ts fascism 

If the SLA has done any good at 
all it ts to show the frustration of 
people who see the injustices of our 
society vet have no mechanism 
available to eradicate these injus- 
tices. What is needed is a broad 
base political movement which ts 
responsive to and representative of 
the people. This is something that 
requires patience and work. The 
sad thing to me ts that the work of 
people who have been committed 
to this principle tor years can be so 
crippled by a few fanatics who are 
committed only to violence and 
martyrdom.

Something Wrong Affects The Whole System

The philosophy of the present 
system in this country is selfish and 
cruel according to the vice 
president of the United Farm 
Workers Union (UFW). 

Philip Vera Cruz, speaking to 
students in Anthro. 209 last 
Thursday, said the multinational 
companies are ruling us and other 
countries and that we must strive to 
break that system. 

“In the Philippines, for exam- 
ple, Del Monte owns 17,249 acres 
When the natural resources are 
used, they pull out and go 
somewhere else and that’s what the 
government is supporting,” said 
Cruz 

He said that one of the biggest 
steps in the labor movement was 
the organization of the 
farmworkers. “Before, each race 
had separate unions” he said, “and 
each union thought it was better 
than the other, but in the long run 
we all ended up at the bottom.” 

Cruz said we must implement 
the concept of unity because there 
is power in unity. He said the 
people must be educated and until 
then we are not really together. 

“Young people are on the nght 
track,” said Cruz. “They've grown 
from the hardships we've gone 





through.” He said that minorities 
have been persecuted for 
generations and have produced 
leaders and intellectuals. “You 
have to go through fire to purify 
your minds and know what you're 
talking about,” said Cruz. “Nature 
always finds a way for people to 
survive.” 

Cruz, who was one of the 
original strikers in Delano, said the 
farm workers struggle would even- 
tually affect the world. “In our 
movement today it is not just a 
labor movement but also a social 
thing,” he said. “What we do here is 
part of a whole movement, let’s not 
fight one another. The reason we 
fight is for food, for survival. In 
nature there is enough for everyone 
but we get less because of the 
systems.” 

Farm workers never got the 
chance for education because they 
were too busy working to survive 
but they want their children to have 
that chance says Cruz. “Farm 
workers want their children to go 
to college. | have seen intelligent 
children who were never able to 
have an education because the 
family couldn't afford it,” he said 

“If you are responsible enough 
you can help solve the problem,” 
said Cruz. For if something is

Activist-Historian 
Speaks On Chicanos

Now that many of the country’s 
colleges have a rainbow of ethnic 
studies programs, some folks just 
might forget what a hassel it was to 
get those programs organized and 
recognized. But Rodolfo Acuna 
will not forget. He taught one of 
the first Chicano history courses 
ever. and he organized the Chicano 
Studies Department at CSU, Nor- 
thridge. 


Acuna, an activist-historian, 
will be at CSUS today May 28, at 
2:35 p.m. in Anthro. 108 to speak 
on “The Chicano Movement 
Today.” 


Born and raised in Los Angeles, 
he has been involved in_ the 
Chicano Movement since the early 
Sixties. Because of his own ex- 
periences, Acuna feels that Mex- 
ican-American history should be 
re-examined. In the preface to one 
of his books, “Occupied America,” 
he writes

But my hope is that even 
those who disagree with me will 
consider the ‘other side’ and 
perhaps increase their own 
awareness that this country’s ideals 
of justice and equality are still not 
reality.

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Fort Moncada - occupied by Batista’s army in 1953 - was at- 
tacked by a small army of men and two women, led by Fidel. 
Most of the men were captured and tortured or slaughtered at 
the Fort. The rest escaped, retreating to the mountains. Fidel 
was finally captured and sent to prison after a series of court 
appearances. Later, he was released due to public pressure, 
but was banned from the country. He headed for Mexico. 
Today, the people look to this battie as the turning point 
towards the Revolution. Militarily, it was a defeat, but 
Spiritually a victory. 


Guns in hand, Fidel and Che’ discuss strategy aanen t the 

people's armed struggle. They met in Mexico during Fidel’s ex- 
communication. They returned in 1957, with an army of 80 
men, marking the true beginning of the Revolution. After three 
years of battle, the fight ended in victory for the poor with the

due to the trading blockade imposed on them by the 
United States. We cut off all trading rights with Cuba 
and forced other nations to follow suit using our block 
vate in the OAS, the Organization of American States. 
Despite our efforts, various Latin American countries 
have overruled our government's decision, and engage 
in trade with Cuba. Our blockade slowed Cuba's 
development up tremendously, but no longer affects 
them as drastically. industrially, they are advancing, 
especially due to an increase in trained personnel and 
increasing export revenue. 



































Fidel, pictured here with young pioneer students 
remains a friend to all the people. Wearing the 
familiar military uniform, he frequently visits 
students and workers. Never referred to as “Cas- 
tro”. but always “Fidel”, the people hold a deep 
respect for him. His respect is reciprocated 
through every advancement made in the Cuban 
peoples’ lives. Many schools are being built inthe 
countryside. Each houses 500 students who live- 
in during the school year. The theory combining 
work with study is practiced by all students.

Soon after the fight with Quar- 
y. the Georgia Senate passed a bill 
setting up a State Athletics Com- 
mission which would have the 
power to license and regulate all 
professional sporting events which 
would be expected to have gross 
receipts of more than $10,000 

Senator Johnson called this bill 
the “Anti-Ali” measure. He said 
that one particular power granted 
to the Commission would be to 
deny a license to any professional 
athletic event “on facts that would 
tend to support the belief that the 
health. welfare, morals or safety of 
the citizens of Georgia” would be 
harmed 

Muhammed Ali may never fight 
again in Georgia. Any of his fights 
will certainly gross over $10,000. In 
his first fight against Joe Frazier 
each fighter grossed $2.5 million 
In September when he meets 
George Foreman for the title each 


fighter is expected to earn $5 
millon 
Not surprisingly, some states 


who had prohibited Ali from fight- 
ing for moral reasons granted Alia 
new license. Among them, New 
York, Florida and Texas. 

The public’s demand for a ttle 
match between Ali and Frazier was 
growing. The prospect of receiving 
tax money from a big fight became 
far more important than any moral 
Influential entrepreneurs 
stood to gain a sizeable sum from 
“The Fight of the Century.” 

Muhammed Ali appealed the 
decision handed down by the all 
white jury which convicted him of 
draft evasion.
